BUYS PLANE TO MAKE 
FLIGHT FOR PLEASURE 


Edward S. Butler Will Go to 
Kansas City, Davenport and 
Springfield. 


The first airplane sold in St. Louis 
by the newly installed aviation de- 
partment of the Briscoe Motor Sales 


Co., 2925 Locust street, has been 
purchased by Edward 8. Butler, 
6122 Waterman avenue, who is 


making preparations to leave Kin- 
loch Field next Tuesday morning on 
a pleasure trip to Kansas City, Dav- 
enport, Io., and Springfield, Ill. Carl 


Hawkins, formerly a flying officer 
at Scott Field, will pilot the plane. 

Butler is a distillers’ agent, with 
offices in the Pierce Building. He 
also owns the buffets in the Pierce 
Building and the Chemical Building. 
He said he has made several flights 
and enjoys flying more than automo- 
biling. He is 45 years old and 
weighs about 200 pounds. 

The plane is a 2-passenger model 
of a type built by the Curtiss com- 
pany for the Canadian Government 
for training purposes. With the 
close of the war the planes were re- 
leased for private sale. They are 
known among airmen as the “Ca- 
nuck” and were built under Brit- 
ish tests and inspection, according 
to Frank Bishop, president of the 
Briscoe company. 

They are equipped with a 90- 
horsepower’ V-type motor of eight 
cylinders that is water cooled. The 
weight of the plane when empty is 
approximately 1600 pounds. One 
passenger besides the pilot, or the 
equivalent in baggage or freight, 
comprises the load. The landing 
speed is 40 miles an hour, while the_ 
maximum speed with pilot and pas- | 
senger is approximately 75 miles an 
hour. It is said to be able to climb 
3500 feet in 10 minutes.

Kavanaugh came to St. Louis lant 
Saturday and on Friday will succeed 
A. W. Mackie, who has resigned to 
enter business in Kansas City. In his 
announcement, Sanders says “the 
resignation of Mr. Mackie is being 
accepted with much regret.” 

Kavanaugh today expressed to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter some of the 
aspirations of his managership. “The 
first thing I want to convey to St. 
Louts shippers is my desire that they 
command me. I understand that 
they wanted a St. Louis man for Mr.. 
Mackie’s successor. I assure them 
that a St. Louis man has been ap- 
pointed. This is my birthplace and 
my affections of boyhood arp very 
fresh.

INTRODUCING THE SPEAKER. 

T seems that a good deal of the time 
[<: the audience at the Coliseum the 

other night was taken by those who 
introduced the speakers of the even- 
ing. We are told in one account of the 
meeting that the audience was at times 
impatient of these preliminaries and 
even howled once or twice for those it 
| had come to hear. However, the speak- 
ers of the evening were the sum of pa-

tience. Neither of them howled tw 
hear himself, though the audience 


would have been sympathetic. Are we 
going through this and the other crises 
to follow upon the theory that some- 
one must introduce the speaker? Why 
should he be introduced? Are we not 
usually assured by the person intro- 
ducing him that the speaker of the 
evening needs no introduction? If 
that is so. why give him one? We are 
informed that all those in‘roducing the 
speakers said something about not 
having risen to speak at length, and 
that one of them protested his inabil- 
ity to speak with any facility. Both 
these professions are characteristic of 
those introducing speakers of the eve. 
ning. Yet, strangely enough, the same 
always happens. That is, the prelimi- 
naries wear the audience out before 
the people it came to hear can get at 
it. There was once an exception to 
this, and because of its rarity it has 
become historic.
